SITUATION UNCHANGED.

10.) — The situation is unchanged.

IN MEXICO. 


“As You Like it,”

Break with Germany or not, 
Regardless of the Advice 
of Washington, 


Reported Machinations South 


of the Border no Longer 
Cause Alarm. |

ASHINGTON, July 10.—Re- 

ports that Mexico is about to 

break with Germany led to 
the authoritative statement today 
that any such move would not be 
based on advice given by the Amer- 
ican government. 

Tt was stated that no suggestion 
of an active indorsement of the 
position of the United States has 
gone to Mexico City from Washing- 
ton except the general note ad- 
dressed to all neutral governments 
upon the rupture of relations with 
Germany in March. It was made 
clear, furthermore, that while the 
American government would wel- 
come a friendlier attitude by Mex- 
ico, many high officials believe the 
best Interests of most of the nations 
concerned will be served if the 
southern republic maintains neutral- 
ity in the world war. K 

FLETCHER’S REPORT. 

Ambassador Fletcher, who came 
here to report in detail to Secretary 
Lansing on conditions in Mexico, hae 
told the State Department that de- 
spite some improvement in Mexican 
affairs generally, much remains to 
cause concern to the American gov- 
ernment. This circumstance is con- 
sidered important because a break 
with Germany would give Mexico an 
opportunity to get money and place 
the United States under certain obli- 
gations. 

Late reports to the State Depart- 
ment have served to allay the alarm 
prevalent at one time that German 
machinations in Mexico might prove 
embarrassing. 

Although there are sixteen wire- 
lees plants in Mexico American offi- 
cials are convinced that none is be- 
ing used and that none can be used 
for transmitting news to Germany 
or to her correspondents. 

OFFICIALS NONCHALANT. 

Officials who have not been eager 
to see Mexico join in the war do 
not object to seeing Gen. Carranza 
supplied with money, but they be- 
lieve that without contributing much 
real ald to the Allies, Mexico would 
make it hard for the United States, 
France, Great Britain and other na- 
tions with grievances against her to 
assume a stern attitude after the 
wear. That Mexico may not by that 
time have straightened out her 
troubles is admitted as a possibility 
and it might be awkward to take 
the proper step regarding a recent 
ally. 

Mexico's present position has been 
defined by her Foreign Office as one 
of “strict neutrality,” but it if in 
fact, a benevolent neutrality since 
she is permitting American warships 
to lie in her harbors without pro- 
test. They have been there since 
the days of Huerta, the patrol being 
moet constant at Tampico because of 
the big oll interests in and near the 


port. 
EXPORT TAXES. 


Today was the operative date of 
Gen. Carranza’s new schedule of ex- 
port taxes on crude oll and its 
derivatives, on which the British 
fleet largely depends for fuel. The 
United States conducted a volumi- 
nous correspondence with the Mex- 
ican government after protests had 
been made to the State Department 
by ofl operators, but Mexico's deter- 
mination not to repeal the decree 
resulted in a suggestion to the oil 
men by the department to pay the 
taxes under protest. 

It is not believed by American of- 
fictals that any serious crippling of 
the oll industry or supply will result.

GERMAN ARTILLERY.

CANADIAN ARMY HEADQUAR,

THE TIMES, July 10. — In 

preparation for the selective 
draft to military service which is 
expected to take place next week 
Provost-Marshal-General Crowder 
took these two steps today: 

Announced the physical require- 
ments of the men who will be select- 
ed for the national army and the 
rules and regulations governing the 
acceptance and rejection of eligibles 
by examining physicians reporting 
to the exemption boards. 

Issued the census estimates of the 
present population of States, coun- 
tiles and cities which will be used as 
a basis in computing the quotas of 
drafted men to be furnished to the 
national army. 

As soon as the draft takes place 
the men called will report to the ex- 
emption boards and receive assign- 
ment of examination by the appoint- 
ed physicians. If as man is unfit 
physically for military service he 


be exemptedrr aft “he ts found 


fit the question of his exemption will 


bankruptcy and many people were! depend upon the judgment of the 


exemption board on other than 
physical grounds. 

Any serious physical deficiencies 
will be deemed to unfit a registrant 
for military service. These deficien- 
cles are defined in a detailed regu- 
lation issued by Gen. Crowder. 

The government is taking every 
possible precaution to prevent 
slackers from escaping military serv- 
ice by simulated iliness and fake 
claims of physical deficiency. 

WARNING TO BOARDS. 


In the opening paragraph of the 
regulation there is printed in bold 
type this admonition to exemption 
boards and examining physicians: 

“It is important to begin with that 
the examining physician should 
realize that there will be a certain 
proportion of men among those pre- 
senting themselves for examination 
who will endeavor to obtain exemp- 
tion by dissimulation, varying from 
exaggeration of an existing condition 
not disqualifying, to downright ma- 
lingering, and he should be prepared 
to protect the government and him- 
self against such attempts at decep- 
tion.” 

That it is the purpose of the gov- 
ernment to release men from service 
only for actual disability is also ap- 
parent in a portion of the regulations 
which declares that temporary ef- 
fects of acute disease or of any in- 
jury are not to be regarded as justi- 
fying a finding that the person so af- 
fected is physically deficient and not 
physically qualified for military serv- 
ice. 

Temporary disability of this kind, 
however, the rules prescribe, “may 
be regarded as justifying a reason- 
able delay in completing the phys- 
ical examination in order that op- 
portunity for recovery may be af- 
forded.” 

Provision is also made directing 
the provost marshal-general to send 
medical officers of the army to visit 
the various exemption boards from 
time to time to observe the manner 
of examinations and authorizing 
them to re-examine whenever 
they deem it wise 80 to do. In any 
case of re-examination of men pro- 
nounced deficient by local exemption 
boards a report must be made to 
the provost marshal-general. An- 
other regulation is that the President 
may modify the physical require- 
ments at any time. The rules pre- 
scribe that all men presenting them- 
selves for examination must be 
stripped. 

STANDARD HEIGHT. 


A standard height, weight and 
chest measurement is firat set forth 
for guidance of the physicians. These 
figures range from a height of five 
feet and one inch to six feet and 
six inches. The standard weight for 
a man five feet and one inch tall fs 
given as 118 pounds, his chest de- 
flated at thirty-one inches and in- 
flated at thirty-three inches. For a 
man six feet and six inches tall the 
standard weight is 211 pounds, chest 
thirty-eight and one-quarter and ex- 
pansion four inches. 

Variations tn weight and expan- 
sion are permissible for qualification 
as follows: 

Height 61 to 64 inches, a varia- 
tion of elght pounds and one Inch in 
chest expansion; 64 to 68 Inches 
tall, ten pounds and two inches;

WHEAT BREAD CONSUMPTION, 

“(4.) With great reduction in 
the consumption of wheat bread now 
fortunately in progress, the employ- 
ment of our mills must be greatly 
@tminished and with the reduction of 
domestic flour production, and our 
dally feed from wheat residues will 
be greatly curtailed. Therefore we 
must induce foreign buyers to accept 
flour instead of wheat. 

“(5.) In order to do justice to

“Neither their responsible officials:

sider that the stimulation to pro- 


duction, if no other reason, is in 
the long run in the interest of the 
Allies. There is, however, a limit to 
prices which so trespasses upon the 
right of the consumer as to defeat 
its own object through strikes, 
raises in wages and social disturb- 
ances in the country. It is with the 
view to finding a solution to these 
problems, filled with the greatest 
dangers to both our producers and 
consumers, that legislation has been 
proposed and pressed for speedy en- 
actment. 

THREE IMPORTANT FACTS. 

“(6.) The proposed food adminis- 
tration has conferred with many 
hundred patriotic men engaged in 
production and distribution and has 
investigated the condition of the 
consumers in many centers as well. 
Many plans have been tentatively 
put forward and abandoned and 
others have developed, but in any 
case none has or can be settied until 
legislation has been completed. 
Three facts stand out plainly enough 
from our investigations. 

“First, that in this situation the 
farmer will need protection as to 
the price of wheat; and, second, 
that large masses of people in the 
consuming centers are being actu- 
ally under-nourished today, due to 
the exorbitant cost of living; and 
that these conditions, unless some 
remedy be found, are likely to re- 
peat themselves in even more vicious 
form at this time next year; third, 
the speculator, legitimate or vicious, 
has taken a large of the money 
now being paid by the consumer. 

“(7.) It seems to be over.coked 
in some quarters that the marketing 
of this year’s wheat is surrounded 
with circumstances new to history,

‘ HARVEST NOW MOVING. 
“The harvest has begun to move, 
and from these very causes the 


price of wheat has begun to drop, 
and if the farmer is to seil his 
wheat either the speculator must re- 
turn to the market to buy and carry 
on not only the normal flow from 
the farmer in excess of domestic 
and foreign requirements, but also 
the glut due to the restriction up- 
on the outlet to the latter. He must 
necessarily charge his toll to the pro- 
ducer and the consumer, and this 
latter probably upon a more ex- 
tensive scale than last year, as his 
risks will be greater. 

“Practically the export buyer must 
fix his own price for export wheat 
from the sole outlook of his own 
clients, and in expectation of his 
duty he will in all normal circum- 
stances follow the market down by 
buying only his time-to-time re- 
quirements, as he cannot be expected 
to earry the load of our domestic 
accumulation. 

“Or, on the other hand, the gov- 
ernment must buy the surplus wheat 
at some reasonable minimum price, 
allowing the normal domestic trade 
of the country to proceed with 
proper safeguard against specula- 
tion. Nor would the services of the- 
speculator be necessary, for thé gov- 
ernment should be able to stabilize 
the price of wheat without his as- 
sistance, and can control the price 
and quantity of export wheat.

TO VOTE JULY 21. 


A Senate agreement to vote on the 
President's food-control bill July 21, 
five weeks after its submission to 
Congress as an urgent war measure, 
was followed today by issuance from 
the White House of the report by 
Mr. Hoover. 

Democratic Senators secured the 
agreement for a vote only after they 
had consented to strip the bin of 
some of its more drastic features, in- 
cluding the stringent prohibition pro- 
visions. So far-reaching was the 
revision demanded, in fact, that all- 
day conferences of the Democratic 
steering committee and the Agricul- 
ture Committee resulted in presenta- 
tion of a substitute for the entire 
measure. 

There was no expression of opin- 
lon from the White House - 
ing the provisions of the substitute 
bill, but it ts to be agree- 
able to the President in the main. 
It follows generally the lines of the 
administration bill as originally in- 
troduced, with power to control 
other industries besides food and 
fuel eliminated. It would prohibit 
manufacture of distilled liquors, 
without provision for government 
purchase of existing stocks. and 
would place in the President's 
Hands the power and responsibility 
io decide whether prohibition shall 
be “extended to beer and wine.

GORE SUBSTITUT®. 


The Gore substitute provides that 
the government control, proposed 
shall be limited to foodstuffs, feed 
and fuel, the original purpose of 
the legisiation, and not include, steel, 
fron, cotton and many other products 
added during Congressional consid- 
eration. It would authorize Federal 
requisitioning and operation of coal 
mines, imit Federal licensing to con- 
cerhs engaged in handling or produc-. 
ing foodstuffs and fuel, and authorize 
purchase and sale at “reasonable” 
prices of foodstuffs and fuel, fix a 
guaranteed minimum price of $1.50 
per bushel for wheat and create a 
salaried board of food administra- 
tlon subject to Senate confirmation. . 

The prohibition section of the sub- 
stitute would forbid manufacture, 
importation or exportation of dis- 
tilled beverages during the war, and 
would authorize their commandeer- 
ing by the government, it neces- 
gary,“ to secure industrial alcohol. 
The President would be authorized 
to limit or prohibit manufacture 
of malt, fermented and vinous 
beverages. 

Leaders tonight expressed confi- 
dence that some such a compromise 
provision would be adopted in lieu 
of the Senate prohibition sections 
and the so-called Smoot amendment, 
which is unsatisfactory to both wets 
and drys. 


SECTIONS APPROVED.

NEW MANIAS 
FROM THE WAR 


Alienists Calmly Discuss the 
Unknown Fear. 
Field Asylums for Insane are 
Established. 


Forty Men to a Regiment in 
the Worst Cases. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. 

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, July 10.—The derelicts of 
the battlefield who crawl howling 
across “No Man's Land.“ the un- 
known fear that strikes quicker 
than shell fire, the strange battle 
phobias which creep into the bravest 
regiments, were calmly discussed to- 


day by the Alienists’ and Neurolo- 
gists’ tion of America. The 
society met in the red room of Hotel 
La Salle. 


Insanity at the front —“forty a 
regiment in the worst cases; strong, 
brave men becoming suddenly like 
fantastic jumping jacks, twitching, 
shaking, fearing: the unknown ter- 
ror that walks in front of the curtain 
fire and seizes upon men who have 
no fear of death’’—thus the speaker, 
Dr. George A. Zeller, president of 
the society, called attention to the 
percentage of death among medical 
officers “greater than in any other 
war.” 

“There are no more physicians at 
the front than there were soldiers 
and officers in the United States 
Army two years ago,” he said. “For- 
ty-five thousand physicians will be 
needed to care for America’s ulti- 
mate army. 

“For the first time in warfare 
there have been established field asy- 
lume for the insane. In the worst 
cases the percentage of insanity is 
forty to a regiment. (In an army 
of 1,000,000 the number of men ren- 
dered insane by war reaches 40,000.) 
Forty thousand lunatics, shouting 
and weeping their manias within the 
ranks of an army— the figures are 
unprecedented. Human nerves have 
never given way before to such an 
extent.” 

Later he spoke of the “new insan- 
ity’’ of the battle front in a form 
of nostalgia which attacks the brav- 
est of the men and leaves them like 
little, whimpering schoolboys. 

JUST PLAIN WORRY. 


Anxiety psychosis has made its 
appearance in the United States 
within the last few months, attach- 
ing itself principally to young men 
of army draft age, many of whom 
find their way into the institutions 
for the insane, according to Dr. 
Zeller. 

This new war disease, which ap- 
pears often before the men reach 
the trenches, requires careful atten- 
tion by medical experts, Dr. Zeller 
explained. After the men actually 
get into the war gone the disease 
slowly disappears and the victims 
again become normal. The malady 
is brought on by just plain worry, 
he said, but the care and advice of 
neurologists are often necessary, 
even in the field, to prevent the men 
becoming insane. 

“Anxiety psychosis,” he continued, 
“is, strangely enough, a disease of 
this war confined largely to the 
United States. The soldiers of Eu- 
rope in this war do not suffer from 
this trouble to such an extent be- 
cause they have been living in mili- 
tary nations.”

SEATTLE (Wash.) July 10.—Dr. 
Henry Suzzailo, president of the 
State Council of Defense, after a 
conference with insurance men and 
owners of grain fields regarding 
threats of itinerant laborers to burn 
wheat fields in Eastern Washington, 
lasued a statement today in which 
he declared most vigorous measures 
would be taken to repress incen- 
diarism.

RMIDABLE GERMAN 
ATTACK REPULSED. 


FRENCH TROOPS ARE FULD OF 
FIDENCE, 


ATLANTIC AND A. P.) 
FRENCH FRONT IN FRANCE, 
July $.—The French troops holding 
the sector of the Chemin-des-Dames 
to the south of Filain, although 
drenched to the skin and covered 
with mud from head to foot, were 
full of confidence and cheerfulness 
today when the correspondent went 
among them. They had just re- 
pulsed an attack of the most for- 
midable nature in which the Ger- 
mans sustained shocking losses 
without obtaining more than tem- 
porary foothold in these constantly- 
contested positions. 

The sector in question comprises 
the Pantheon Farm, astride the 
Chemin-des-Dames, and is menaced 
at all times because of the domina- 
tion of it by the ancient Fort de 
Malmaison, which is in the hands 
of the Germans. Early this morn- 
ing the Germans opened a most in- 
tense bombardment of the French 
line, and, while the hurricane of 
Shells was still falling, a German 
force comprising from ten to twelve 
infantry battalions made a sudden 
rush into the French positions. 
vrigade of the famous Chas- 
seure-a-Pied had occupied the sec- 
tor and was holding the line firmly. 
The Frenchmen, however, were 
forced to fall back before the over- 
whelming numbers which followed 
on the heels of the German shock of 
units brought especially from other 
points of the line to lead the at- 
tack. 

The Germans apparently consid- 
ered their success certain, as they 
brought with them quantities of 
barbed wire, trench mortars, boxes 
of grenades and flame throwers and 
everything necessary to the rapid 
organization of the captured posi- 
tion, which, if held, would give 
them command of a large section 
of the Chemin-des-Dames. 

They failed, however, to take the 
French spirit into their reckoning. 
Immediately after a slight recoil the 
French chasseurs, aided by engi- 
neers and reservists employed in 
road making in the rear, organized 
counter-attacks, and, despite the 
most desperate resistance, ejected 
or killed most of the German inter- 
lopers, capturing large quantities of 
their material and re- ing 
the line almost entirely. 

Hand-to-hand fighting with gre- 
nades and bayonets was still pro- 
ceeding when the correspondent 
left this evening, while the shell 
craters and communication trenches 
were covered with many dead. 

Many of their wounded were en- 
gulfed in the waist-deep mud caused 
by the recent extremely heavy rain. 
The French losses were severe, but 
nothing to those sustained by the 
Germans. 

Six Frenchmen who were captured 
and taken to the second German 
line attacked the sentry who was 
guarding them and returned to the 
French lines after their escape. In 
the course of the fighting a young 
German, who had raised his arms 
in token of surrender, threw two 
grenades which he had hidden in 
the palms of his hands among his 
would-be captors as they ap- 
proached him. 

In general the fighting was 80 
desperate throughout the action 
that few prisoners were taken by 
either side.

Mine operators, leaders of the 

miners affiliated with the Interna- 
tional Union of Mine, Mill and 
Smelter Workers, and the authori- 
ties all expressed the belief there 
would be no further trouble as a re- 
sult of the strike called last Friday. 
They asserted, however, that if any 
of the men deported today returned 
to the Jerome copper district the 
“pick-handle” squads of citizens and 
miners would be reorganized and a 
second “drive” would be inaugu- 
rated. 
Officials of the United Verde and 
United Verde Extension mines re- 
ported their properties were being 
operated tonight with a full force 
for the first time since the strike 
became effective. A number of the 
smaller properties, which had been 
closed down as a result of the walk- 
out, resumed operations tonight, and 
others were expected to re-open to- 
morrow. 


ARRESTS AT KINGMAN.

KINGMAN (Ariz.) July 10.—Four 
alleged leaders of the Industrial 
Workers of the World organization 
were brought here tonight from Gol- 
conda, near here, where they were 
arrested late today. They were be- 
ing held in the County Jail for ar- 
raignment tomorrow on a technical 
charge of vagrancy. 

The arrests were said to have

Reports received here tonight 
that Industrial Workers of the 
World ‘organizers from points out- 
side the county were scattered 
through the Mohave county mining 
district, but Sheriff J. N. Cohenour 
asserted the situation was under con- 
trol, and no trouble was expected. 
John D. Wanvig, manager of the 
Union Basin mine, announced the 
miners had been granted an in- 
crease in pay of 50 cents a day and 
he expected to resume operations to- 
morrow at the mine and mill, which 


ve been closed down since last 
Saturday, when the pump men 
walked out 


Sheriff Cohenour stated tonight 
that although several alleged axita- 
tors of the Industrial Workers of 
the World had been warned to leave 
Mohave county there had been no 
effort by the authorities to deport 
them. 

I have no doubt that a number 
have been deported from Oatman. 
Chloride and other mining camps,” 
the Sheriff said. “It is not Safe for 
Industrial Workers of the World to 
enter Golconda, and I do not be- 
lieve it would be safe for them to 
enter other mining camps in the 
district.

MINNEAPOLIS, July 10.—The fix- 
ing of prices and distribution of 
print paper by the Federal Trade 
Commission was recommended in 
the report of the Legislative Com- 
mittee of the National Editorial As- 
sociation today. The report was 
presented by G. F. Hosmer of Den- 
ver, chairman of the committee. 

The report also said that the cen- 
sorship question had been settled 
“fairly and satisfactorily” and that 
newspapers should be careful not to 
misuse their privileges. 
Ot postage rates the report de- 
clared that a fair basis would be one 
which took into account the differ- 
ence between a publisher sending 
his paper 3900 miles and one whose 
mailing limit was two miles. 


Mr. Hosmer took exception to the 
imposition of a 6 per cent. tax on 
the profits of newspapers and de- 
clared that, while willing to pay 
their just share of added war bur- 
dens, newspapers should not de 
compelled to pay an additional tax 
not levied on other businesses. 


SENATE RESOLUTION, 

(BY A. P. DAY WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, July 10.—In an- 
swer to a Senate resolution asking 
what it has done to relieve the news- 


print situation, the Federal Trade 
Commission today in a formal state- 
ment points to its recent recom- 
mendation to Congress that the gov- 
ernment be given power to assume 
control of the news-print manufac- 
ture and distribution. 

The commission again emphasizes 
what it considers the need @r more 
power. At one time, it says, a for- 
mal complaint against news-print 
manufacturers was considered, but 
the plan was not carried out for 
fear of embarrassing the Déparn- 
ment of Justice, which meanwhile 
had started prosecution against the 
manufacturers for alleged violations 
of the anti-trust laws. 

As an order directing news-print 
makers to desist from theif present 
trade practices would have afforded 
no practical immediate relief, jthe 
commission declares, “the commis- 
sion again earnestly invites attention 
to the serious condition which is con- 
fronting the public and the news- 
papers of the country, if a situation 
continues where prices are to 
paid for paper based not upon cost 
of production and fair margin of 
profit, but upon conditions such as 
have obtained in the past and give 
promise of obtaining in the future 
where price is based upon panic de- 
mand. 

“Some of the larger newspapers 
of the country may be powerful 
enough to weather the conditions 
which have obtained during the last 
year for an additional year, or some 
of them may be powerful enough to 
secure advantageous positions in the 
purchase of supplies, but it is of 
importance that the great 

ody of newspaper publishers of the 
country shall procure their supply 
of print paper at a fair price based 
upon cost and a fair and reasonable 
profit. Such a price will e le

China's priceless edifices as a pawn 
for his own personal safety. 

The Temple of Heaven, a large 
inclosed space dotted with bilue- 
domed temples, was the scene of 
the most sacred worshiping under 
the old imperial regime, while the 
imperial city is filled with trreplace- 
able relics of old China. 

Another dispatch to the depart- 
ment said the republican govern- 
ment at Nanking had, in accord- 
ance with the constitution, an- 
nounced the confirmation of Gen. 
Feng Kwo Chang as President and 
Tuan Chi Jui as Premief. 

According to this information, a 
decision has been reached to ban- 
ish the Emperor, the impertal fam- 
fly and the monarchist princes from 
Peking under surveillance. 

It also ts stated that Chang Heuan, 
in Peking, is negotiating for guar- 
antees for personal safety.

The end of a hasty marriage may 
be in sight for Ward Winchell, Jr., 
son of Commander Winchell, U.S.N. 
(retired.) When only 19 years old 
the young man, now 23, married 
Miss Eva A. Sanders on a bet. Yes- 
terday he filed a divorce action in 
the Superior Court, setting forth the 
ground as desertion. 

Young Winchell bet $5 with some 
badgering moving-picture actors that 
he was not afraid to marry the girl.

to Mme. Barry Carver of Petrograd, 
executive chairman of all Russian 
relief work in the United States. 
who arrived in the city yesterday. 
She will remain here several days 
before leaving for San Francisco on 
her way to Japan and thence to her 
home in Petrograd, Mme. Carver 
will make final arrangements with 
wealthy landowners in the Los An- 
geles district who have become in- 
terested in the Russian relief work 
and who have offered large tracts 
for homes for the refugees. 

The whole of Russia is now in 
euch a state of ecstasy over the 
freedom of the country that relief 
for the suffering men, women and 
children of the peasant class must 
be realized at once, according to 
Mme. Carver. Russia cannot do 
what is needed in this respect, and, 
as the surroundings are not in keep- 
ing with the ideas of Americans in 
Russia, who have much faith in its 
progress and the future of its peo- 
ple, it was decided that many of 
the refugees should come to Amer- 
len for their educational and indus- 
trial training. 

Mme. Carver will probably make 
satisfactory arrangements with 
Charles Teague, wealthy land owner 
of Fresno, for several hundred acres 
of land on which part of the Rus- 
sian colony will make its home. 

“People of America do not real- 
said Mme. Carver, “the crying 


needs of Russian children. In all 
my travels and acquaintances with 
the customs and souls of people I 
have found no race 80 joyous, even 
in the face of dire danger and death. 
No other people have such artistic 
traite as the Russians. I have lived 
in Petrograd eight years, and have 
come to know the people, their cus- 
toms and their very souls, and I am 
the so Imbued with fhe spirit of 


the Russian people that I must do 


HAT 10,000 Russian refugee

‘great extent, their future. 

“T only wish that Americans knew 
the Russian people as I do.” 

Mme. Carver is a native of San 
Francisco, and before her marriage 
was Miss Margaret Russell, daugh- 
ter of a now retired Southern Pa- 
cific official. She wears two medals 
presented to her by the Russian Na- 
tional Relief Committee, under the 
direction of the government. 

“Arrangements are being made 
for the immediate arrival in this 
country of many thousands of the 
refugees, a large number of whom 
will live in the Los Angeles district,” 
sald Mme. Carver. “There are yet 
a few final arrangements to make 
before they will be ordered here, 
but as this work is being done as 
rapidly as possible, it will probably 
be only a short time before the 
refugees will arrive.”

IS VANQUISHED. 


Temblor Breaks Aqueduct; 
Can’t Stop Service. 
Hundred Sixty Feet Torn Out; 
Repairs are Swift. 
Reconstruction will Prevent 
Any Recurrences. 


asked in the past eight years: “What 
would happen if an earthquake 
should break the Los Angeles aque- 


answer is a most satisfactory one. 

An earthquake has occurred; it 
has broken the aqueduct, shattering 
the great waterway for a length of 
about 160 feet—and Los Angeles has 


as the waters have flowed on peace- 
fully, with only a few hours’ check. 
Preparedness has been demonstrated, 
and the watchful care that is given 
the great water-carrier all along its 
length has been justified. 

Last Saturday morning at 3 o'clock 
an earthquake occurred in the Owens 
Valley region. It was a shock of 
several seconds’ duration, with a 
long swaying motion, of just the 
kind to cause a landslide that has 
long been anticipated. It carried 
away about 160 feet of the solid 
concrete flume that carries the aque- 
duct waters along the face of the 
Alabama Hills. The downhill side of 
the pipe broke away, and slid down 
about six feet. The upper portion of 
the pipe remains intact. 

The earthquake shock was felt at 
the Cottonwood power plant and by 
the watchmen along the line. There 
was an instant exchange of observa- 
tions by telephone, and within a few 
moments the watchman in charge of 
the section where the slide occurred 
was at the spot. He at once dis- 
covered the break in the pipe and 
evidence that a slide would occur, 
and the water was shut off from far- 
ther up the line almost immediately. 
Then the water-soaked earth gave 
way, a great mass of rock and gravel 
slid down the hillside, and the low- 
er portion of the pipe settled to a 
level six feet below its original post- 


tion. 
VULNERABLE SPOT. 

The spot where this trouble oc- 
curred has long been watched with 
anxiety. It is six miles above the 
Cottonwood power plant, and twen- 
ty-six miles above the Haiwee Reser- 
voir. The Une of the aqueduct is 
well up on the face of the hills. but 
above it there has existed for untold 
years a little spring that sends out 
ite trickling stream. 
that in the years long gone by a 
previous landslide has occurred at 


this spot, and since then large trees 


have grown on the earth 
down the hill, and which has been 


well shot out onto the desert land. 


When the railroad was built at the 
base of this hill it was necessary to 
throw up an embankment from ten 


to twelve feet high and about 600

America need not go to England 
its war cries and duty slogans. Even if we 
have no language of our own We are a race 
of lively and expressive phrase-makers. Our 
slang has about it a simple directness that 
is startling. It carries a punch. You can 
see it in the dark. You can actually feel 
it—if you are an American. The somewhat 
torpid Britisher but vaguely comprehends 
it and om our part we are apt to be dull in 
the use and understanding of some Eng- 
lish colloquialisms. Now that the Sammies 
are in France they will proceed to create 
a rough and-tumble war vocabulary of their 
own. Until this country was really in. the 
war we relied a good dea] upon the English 
for our phrasing. To some of it we still 
cling, although it seems to fall short of its 
purpose. The national appeal, “Do your 
bit,” could never have been put forth by an 
American and it is time some short and suc 
cinct slogan were devised to take its place. 
In this country one doesn’t do his “bit,” 
especially when that bit may mean any- 
thing from a short shilling to a lifetime of 
service. “Do your bit” is terse and direct, 
but there is no hint of America in it. The 
Yankee and western spirit would be more 
fitly reflected in some such phrase as “Come 

on, boys!” or “Do it now!” 

The English “Do your dit“ would be in- 
terpreted here as “Take your medicine,” 
which is not what is exactly desired to be 
said. “Be game; fall in!” is what we really 
mean. Or try these on your Victrola: 
“You're next!” “Help win the war,” “It's 
your move,” “Do your duty,” Help! “You'll 
have to hurry,” “Your country calls you,”

The his 
tory, the temperament, the vast and diver- 
sified territory and the ignorant composite 
of races and bloods that makes up the popu- 
lation of Russia present dangers that only 
marvelous—almost a miraculous—wis- 
dom and restraint on the part of leaders 
and people can conquer. 

The sympathy and co-operation of this 
country, the American commission repre 
senting the government, the many commer- 
cial and industrial experts sent by the gov- 
ernment and by private interests to Rus- 
sia, and the corresponding visitors from 
that country to this will certainly aid in 
bringing a new realization of what repub- 
Hicanism means to that uncertain, strug- 
ling mass of humanity. The form of gov- 
ernment that will ultimately prove possible 
and practicable for Russta may be a new 
evolution of democracy—it may result in 
several different governments—it may turn 
into some form of oligarchy; but the res- 
toration of autocracy is unthinkable. 

Perhaps the greatest object lesson we 
can show them—that is, the union of our 
States—may lead to the development of 
the Zemstvos, or district governments, into 
States or departments which shall unite in 
a central government patterned after our 
own. The Zemstvos, already well estab- 
lished and representative bodies, freed from 
the deadening thrall laid upon them by the 
autocratic and bureaucratic forces, may

HE CONSERVATION LAW. 

The bill providing for the national se 
curity and defense by encouraging the pro- 
duction, conserving the supply and control- 
ling the distribution of food products and 
fuel contains some provisions which free it 
from objections which otherwise might be 
urged. 

Section 5 of the bill, which provides for 
the licensing by the President of different 
businesses with the ultimate purpose of 
controlling rates, charges and practices of 
the licensees, closes with the proviso: “That 


this section shall not apply to any farmer, 


gardener or other person with respect to 
the products of any farm, garden or other 
land owned, leased or cultivated by him, 
nor to any retailer with respect to the re- 
tall business actually conducted by him, nor 
to any common carrier.” 

And Section 6, which provides against 
hoarding necessaries and imposes a penalty 
therefor, closes with the proviso: 
any accumulating or withholding by any 
farmer, gardener or any other person of the 
products of any farm, garden or other land 
owned, leased or cultivated by him shall 
not be deemed to be hoarding within the 
meaning of the act.” 

Section 9, which authorizes the President 
to purchase or provide for the production 
or manufacture of necessaries and to store 
or otherwise conserve them, closes with 
the proviso: “That nothing in this section 
shall be construed to require any natural 
person to furnish to the government any 
necessaries held by him and reasonably re- 
quired for consumption by himself and de- 
pendents for a reasonable time.” 

Several businesses are being placed un- 
der control of the government. Notably 
the great steel plants. Also the textile in- 
dustries and, to an extent, transportation. 
It is expected that the production of coal, 
copper and ore will be placed under gov- 
ernment control. 

To fix absolutely in the law minimum and 
maximum prices equitably for commodities 
in common use would be fo steer between 
Scylia and Charybdis. 

It is not to be denied that the provisions 
of the bill are extraordinary, such as would 
be regarded in peace times as drastic and 
unwarranted exactions on individual rights. 
But we are in war to preserve those rights 
by preserving the republic under which we 
enjoy them, and this fact justifies the law 
for the conservation of food and fuel.

Next Winter’s Piles.

A great variety of garden and 
farm products is amenable to this 
process, including apples, apricots, 
asparagus, bananas, beets, 
cabbage, caulifiower, carrots, celery, 
corn, grapes, onions, oranges, 
ley, parenips, peaches, pears, peas, 
potatoes, rhubarb, pumpkins, spin- 
ach, squash, tomatoes and turnips. 

Nearly every member of the older 
generation can recall the succulent 
pies which his or her mother made 
of dried apples. The old-fashioned 
dried apple pie was a glorious er- 
ample of the possibilities of de 
hydration.

When informed over the long dis- 
tance telephone of the number of 
women who were en route, he stated 
that this quick response would save 
the fruit growers of the Hemet dis- 
trict at least $40,000, ag another 
days delay would have imperiled 
the entire crop. “The saving of 
this great crop of fruit is due to the 
publicity given the matter by the 
press of Los Angeles,” was Prof 
Waite's comment, 

There is still need for a large 
number of women at Ontario, to 
care for the big apricot crop now 
being picked there, and women de- 
siring this kind of work may secure 
it by going direct to the Chamber 
of Commerce at Ontario. This or- 
ganization will direct them to the 
canneries needing help.

USE CORNMEAL 

The committee is also sending out 
circulars showing the value of corn- 
meal as a food, and suggesting va- 
rious ways of using this wholesome 
and energy-producing food. 

The value of these suggestions at 
this time is very apparent. The food 
demonstration at Washington is urg- 
ing that as much wheat as possible 
be sent to Europe. As the wheat 
crop is short in the United States 
this year, it will be necessary to 
use some cereal as a substitute 
if the United States is to be able 
to supply the Allies with the neces- 
sary food. Buropean countries have 
never learned to use corn as the 
United States uses it, so that it will 
not be possible for them to substi- 
tute corn for wheat as we in this 
country can do. It may be that in 


[ume Europe will have learned the 


uses of corn. Meanwhile, we must 
eat cormmeal and hominy grits in 
place of wheat and wheat 
breakfast foods. 

As a substitute for wheat break- 
fast foods the department suggests 
white or yellow cornmeal or hom- 
iny grits served with cream and 
sugar, butter, syrups or fresh or 
dried fruit. Asa substitute for wheat 
biscuits, rolls or toast, the housewife 
can employ a dozen different forms 
of corn bread, such.as hoe cake, 
dodgers, soft or spoon corn bread, 
hominy bread, cornmeal and rye 
Boston brown bread, Zuni Indian 
bread, etc. Fried cornmeal mush, 
fried hominy and cornmeal pan- 
cakes, made with very little wheat 
flour, will be found a pleasing va- 
riation from wheat cakes. 

Cornmeal codfish cakes, cornmeal 
scrapple, cornmeal croquets, corp- 
meal or hominy cooked with meat, 
fish, cheese, eggs or milk will supply 
nourishing dishes for the hearty 
courses. ominy grits and coarse 
hominy (sometimes called samp) 
may be boiled down and used like 
macaroni or other wheat pastes to 
serve as side dishes with meat. 

For dessert, Indian pudding, corn- 
meal and fig or apple pudding, ap- 
ple dumpling, cornmeal doughnuts, 
gingerbread, cake, fruit gems, ste. 
will contribute variety as well as 
nourishment to the bill of fare. Sub- 
stituting corn for some, but not all 
of the wheat flour, makes excellent 
raised or light bread, —- waf- 
es, muffins, rolls and graham flour 
Indian bread.

Making Contracts.

Asks Haber Commission to 
Deliver it a Copy. 


A vigorous slap on the wrists of 
the City Council and heads of com- 
missions who make contracts that 
have to do with the distribution of 


water and power, without having 
first consulted the Public Service 
Commission, was given by that body 
at its meeting yesterdas. 

This came to a head through the 
controversy that has arisen as to 
whether the Harbor Commission or 
the Public Service Commission shall 
lay the pipes to carry water to the 
city lands which have been leased 
to the Los Angeles Shipbuilding and 
Dry Dock Company. It is under- 
stood that the Harbor Commission 
has contracted with the company 
that water shall be piped to this 
land, and the concern now needs it. 
The first action of the commis- 
sion was to carry a motion made by 
Commissioner Erkenbrecher, re- 
questing the Harbor Commission to 
at once send it a copy of the con- 
tract with the company. It was 
stated that the provisions of the 
contract will require an outlay of 
about $20,000 for water pipe. 

Then follows another motion by 
Commissioner Erkenbrecher to the 
effect that the Mayor, City Council 
and all heads of departments be re- 
quested to consult with the Public 
Service Commission before making 
any contracts that involve the de- 
livery of water or power, and there 
were some caustic comments on 
past actions in this regard.
